And that is why Australian Soccer Federation 
president Theo Marmaras and secretary Bob Clark 
have issued an. official statement asking all officials 
and clubs to refrain from open public controvesy 
concerning the introduction of a National League _ 
(see Page 1). 

One point that is of real interest in the statement 
is that extensive inquiries have been initiated in 
West Germany and South Africa for advice on form- 
ing a “Super League”. 

But the one paragraph that is feally farcical is 
the last one, which says: 

“Terms of reference for the sub-committee are 
all-embracing, and it must be permitted to do its 
job quietly, patiently and diligently so that its report 
can be presented to the annual general mecting.” 

This paragraph is a real shocker, because one 
member of this “quiet, patient and diligent” sub- 
committee is making more statements than the rest 
of the officials put together. 

He has succeeded in splitting the Sydney manage- 
ment committee into two distinct factions, 

On one side you have “Super League” supporters 
in the NSW chairman, Ben Nathan, Australian 
Federation vice-president Jim Bayutti, Walter Stern: 
berg and Johnny Thomson.

A decision whether NSW will approve of the” 
propesal to start a National League next year was 
due to be made at Wednesday night’s council 
meeting in Sydney.

The company will then apply for affiliation te the 
Australian Soccer Federation.

They will be able to stand ever their elubs and 
demand even bigger money than the inflated amounts 
that they already are receiving, 

Four of our Sydney clubs in Apia, Pan Hellenic.
